Heritage Park, opened to the public on July 1, 
1964, was initially made possible by grants 
from the Wood’s Foundation and the City of 
Calgary. The park is located on a sixty acre 
peninsula jutting into Glenmore Reservoir in 
Southwest Calgary and is jointly administered 
by the City and the Heritage Park Society. 


The Park represents an authentic portrayal of 
life in Western Canada prior to 1914. To main- 
tain this authenticity, buildings and artifacts 
have been brought in from many parts of West- 
ern Canada. Exhibits are the result of dona- 
tions by corporations, individuals and Govern- 
ment and the Glenbow-Alberta Institute. 


Heritage Park, a registered charity, is dedicat- 
ed to those people who settled the West and, 
through the determination and generosity of 
concerned citizens, will continue to be a living 
memorial to those pioneers.
